A declaration by John 
Moorman, Kuox, Ind., political ad- 
viser to Governor McCray, that yes- 
terday’s meeting was ordered by 
President Coolidge at the instigation 
of former Governor James P. Good- 
rich, was foflowed by a subsequent 
denial by Mr. Goodrich. Mr. Good- 
rich in turn asserted that charges by 
prominent men that Mr. McCray had 
been guilty of actions involving the 
most serious consequeaces alone led 
to the meeting, | 

Both men issued statements, Mr. 
Moorman, declaring that the “nub of 
the whole effort to remove Governor 
McCray from office is the fear of 
republican leaders that they will be

AT FULTON TOWER 


Lyric Safe Robbery Sus- 
pect, Murder Convict 
and Bunco Plot Suspect 
Involved in Attempt. 


With several suspects, including 
women visitors, under surveillance, 
deputy sheriffs under the personal di- 
rection of Sheriff James I. Lowry 
Tuesday night declined to disclose the 
progress of. their investigation intu 
the alleged plot to effect a jail de- 
livery from Fulton ~-tower, which 
would have set at liberty several 
prisoners charged with serious crimes, 
one of whom is under a death sen- 
tence, 

Sheriff Lowry said Tuesday night 
that the attempted escape would re- 
sult in inauguration at the tower of 
a system of strict examination of all 
visitors to prisoners *‘n order to pre- 
vent smuggling of saws and files. The 
Tuesday morning effort at freedom 
has proved the necessity of such a 
system, he declared, and in future no 
one will be allowed to enter the in- 
terior of the tower wao has not been 
carefully searched. 

Note Reveals Plot. 

The preparation for the jail de- 
livery camée to the attention of 
Sheriff Lowry in an anonymous let- 
ter, whigh gave minute details as to 
where the hacksaw vlades, rope, etc., 
would be found in the cells on the 
fourth floor of the Fulton county jail. 
The anthor. of the letter is unknown, 
Sheriff Lowry stated. 

If the plan had materialized, it 
would have made possible the escap? 
of J. B. Satterfield. under a death yen- 
tence for the murder of his brother-in- 
law, R. H. Hart, more than two years 
ago; Duke Wellborn, alleged escaped 
convict from the Richmond county 
chaingang and eld by !ocal suthori- 
ities in connection with the recent 
$3.500 robbery of the Lyric theater 
safe, and Lem Gleason, under indict- 
ment as one of Floyd Woodward's al- 
leged steerers in one of the most gi- 
gantic bunco swindles ever uncovered 
in America. 

Arrests -Today Trobable. 

While admitting that arrests would 
likely take place today, some of the 
officers investigating the affair re- 
fused to say what clues they had un- 
covered, although they admitted that 
some of the women visitors to the pr:s- 
on were under suspicion 

The hacksaw blades, the officers re- 
port, were found in the mattress of 
Satterfield, while 75 feet of rope was 
found concealed in another bunk. 

A part of the plot ty rhose who 
planned to escape, according to infor- 
mation obtained by Sheriff Lowry, 
was to “gag” Deputy Sheriff Jim Wil- 
liams the first time ne opered the 
door to the chain of cells.

PREMIER OF BAVARIA 
REPORTED RESIGNED 


Dispatches Say Wurttem- 
berg and Bavaria Are 
Planning Separatist Ac- 
tion Against Berlin. 


Berlin, October 2.—On the wide 
stage of drama and crisis where the 
tragedy of Germany's capitulation is 
being enacted, the scene shifted Tues- 
day to Berlin, where Chancellor 
Stresemann’s problems were augment- 
ed by the threat that bis cabinet 
might fall. 

Having crushed two _ potentia! 
armed revolts in the past 48 hours, 
Stresemann faces political . ruin 
through his program of economic re- 
construction of other methods tf 
boost -production and facilitate rep- 
arations payments. 

Socialist members of the cabinct 
balked at increasing the burdens of 
German labor. Early Tuesday word 
ran through Berlin that the socialists 
would resign if the chancellor stuck 
by his guns in backing the projected 
measures. 

Such resignations would mean the 
fall of the cabinet, and the formation 
of a new government. 

But with the Rhineland and Ba- 
varia still actively threatening re- 
volt, Berlin doubted whether a new 
government could be formed. 

Dr. Otto Gessler, minisier of 
fense, frankly told his colleagues of 
the democratic party that if the cati- 
net fell, Germany would have a reac- 
tionary dictatorship within 24 hours.

Motion Picture 
Censorship Hit 
By Labor Leader 


“Fast Approaching Older 
European Methods of Re- 
pression,“‘ Says Woll. 


Portland, Ore., October 2.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Censorship . of 


freedom of speech and press guaran- 
teed by the constitution, it was de- 
clared in a report submitted tonight 
at the tenth annual convention of the 
International Labor Press of America, 
by its president, Matthew Woll. 

“We are fast approaching the older 
European methods of repression,” said 


Woll. “Slowly but surely freedom of 


|speech and the press and assemblage 


are being convertcd into mere licenses, 
subject to such conditions and re- 
strictions as may be imposed by a 
political board of censorship. The 
thing to do is to uproot the idea of 
censorship in any and all forms from 
our American soil. 

“We are not confined to legislative 
and censorship repression of freedom 
of speech and the press. Indeed, our

Spruce Pine, N. C., October 2.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Negro 
workmen who were driven out of this 
community last Wednesday by armed 
mobs are bepianing to return and to 
take up t bs on highways and 
in the mines, elve of the departees 
reached town this afternoon from 
Winnsboro, 8. C., bringing the total of 
those who have returned during the 
last 24 hours to 23. 


Only a small crowd of mountain- 
eers were at the raflway station this 
afternoon when the 12 negroes stepped 
off a train. rar under command 
of Major EB, P. Robinson quickly sur- 
rounded the negroes and they were 
accompanied by cavalrymen to their 
camp near Spruce Pine. They will 
resume work tomorrow morning on a 
highway leading into the town. Work 
on the roads was abandoned last week 
» when: between 150 and 200 negroes 
were driven from the community. 

Military and county authorities 
were somewhat surprised today when 
they learned that the impression had 
gotten out in the state that the ne- 
groes run out of Mitchell county were 
prisoners engaged in highway con- 
struction. 

They declare that none of the con- 
viets were molested by the mob, the 
negroes deported being wage earners 
employed by concerns building roads 
in laying a sewerage system for 
Spruce Pine and in the mines. 

The aged white woman who was 
nttacked by a negro left this ofter- 
noon, accompanied by her husband 
and a deputy sheriff, for Raleigh 
where she will try to identify the man 
lield there on suspicion as being her 
assailant. She is expected to reach 
Raleigh early tomorrow morning. 

“I do hope tHey have the right 
man,” she said to newspapermen. “I 
feel certain I can identify the man 
who attacked me. If the man at 
Raleigh is not the man I believe I 
ean tell it.”

The session broke up in dis- 
order. 


MORE MONEY NEEDED 
FOR QUAKE RELIEF 


Tokio, October 2.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—Funds donated by Amer- 
ica for the relief of Japanese earth 
quake sufferers will aid only about 5 
per cent of those in need, according 
to figures gathered hy the American 
Red Cross. Beside bearing a large 
proportion of the relief work, Japan 
is facing a gigantic reconstruction 
cost. ed 

The Japanese Red Cross, it was 
stated, plans to sell supplies at cost to 
there in need who are able to pay for 
them, the money recerved being ex- 
pended for other suitable supplics for 
those who cannot pay. 

Under the plan devised. by Ambaesa- 
dor \Voods, the American contingent 
is deiivering supplies to the Japanese 
reiief bureau and transferring hospit- 
als to the Japanese.as foon as their 
Red Cross is able to take them over. 

The Javanese relief bureau stated 
that supplies needed for this wirter 
will be purchased in America,

Given Foreigners in Quake

These facts were hidden by the 
censorship. With them were buried 
other items of essential importance to 
the outside world. 

Japanese officialdom temporarily 
lost its head in the face of tremendous 
disaster, according to impartial for- 
eign observers who went. thzvugh the 
awful days of terror and destruction 
that followed the first ‘,emor on Sep- 
temper 1. 

Japanese Behave Nobly. 

Japanese citizens generally vehaved 
nobly toward their stricken fellows 
and toward foreigners, it is declared, 
but the central government had been 
reorganized shortly before the quake 
and temporarily there was a general 
paralysis of national control. This 
necessitated individual and anwirected 
action by local prefects. 

Foolssh orders were issued and the 
confusion of the moment was empha-

sized by attempts of officials to han- 
die a situation which called for ro 
ordinated effort of which they were 
incapable, Friendly offers of for- 
eign assistance were met with uancalled-

The local Yokohama authority or- 
dered all ships in the harbor to seal 
their wireless apparatus as a bar to 
the escape of news. A clond of ru- 
mors and reports grew from these 
early censorships that were only dis- 
pelled when the central government 
cancelled the ruling. 

Ordered to Quit Work. 

Another order directed Japanese 
citizens to remain wherever they had 
taken refuge and to abstain from work 
or any other form of activity until 
further instructions were giver. As 
a result of this many 'apan~se were 
powerless to assist® foreigners who 
were desperately in need of help. 
This ruling also was alttred as soon 
as the centra] government wes advised 
of its existence. 


Despite these impossible regulations 
there were many instanceg of heroism 
on the part of the Japancse who | 
helped foreigners, whether friends or 
strangers. 


A few Japanese distinguished them- 
sélves by despicable meanness and, 
perhaps, cruelty duriug the quake, 
but their number was fortunately lim- 
ited. Impartial foreign observers 
praise Japans government ard citi- 
zens for their efforts on behalf of 
the foreigners. The single major 
criticism is that this succor was de- 
layed by disrupting of central suthor- 
ity and the placing of authority in the 
hands of men unequal to its demands.

Bailin, or “Bailinow,” former private

Some difficulty was experienced in 
picking a jury for Bailin’s trial, as 
both sides were most anxious that 
none should be prejudiced either for 
or against radicalism. 

In the indictment against Bailin it 
was charged he wrote the letter threat- 
ening to blow up the Woolworth 
building before applying to the de- 
partment of justice for a position as 
secret agent. Investigation of the 
threats, it was said, revealed the fact 
that Bailin was writing letters sup- 
posed to come from “reds.” 

Sometime ago Bailin, who testified 
in the Foster trial in Chicago, said 
he had been hired by a private de- 
tective agency as an “agent provaca- 
teur” to get strikers to commit “ 
rages and sabotage, thus giving work 
to private agencies.

Indianapolis, Ind., October 
Charges that members of the Ku Klux 
an are conspiring to become 4 
super-government that will supplant 
the constitution of the United States, 
and are endeavoring to take over the 
administration of justice in the 
United States, are contained in a 
suit against the klan filed in federal 
eourt here today on behalf of six 
residents of South Bend, Ind. 

It is further asserted in the action 
that the Ku Klux Klan intends to 
take over the military forces of the 
country and take government proper- 
ties to be turned over to the de- 
fendant and influence army boards of 
inquiry that look into the disposition 
of property. 

The guit asks that the membersbkip 
lists of the Indiana klan organiza- 
tion be seized and that A. B. Ander- 
son, judge of the federal court, grant 
a preliminary injunction, later to he 
made permanent, restraining the de- 
fendants from representing the plain- 
tiff* to be members of the klan. 


The date for a hearing on the plea 


for a preliminary injunction will be 
set later. 

The klan is an organization to sup- 
press American citizens who are ne- 
groes, Catholics, and members of the 
Jewish faith, the complaint charges. 
in violation of the first article of 
the constitution of the United States, 
which guarantees religious and politi- 
eal freedom, and the 13th, 14th end 
th amendments. These articles 
deal with siavery, citizensi.ip and the 
right of suffrage, respectively.

TOLL OF ACCIDENTS 
75,300 HUMAN LIVES 


DURING YEAR 1922

Buffalo, N. Y., October 2.—Acci- 
dents in the United States during 
1922 exacted a toll of approximately 
75,300 buman lives, an increase of 
nearly 2,000 ,over the estimated num- 
ber for the previoug year, a commit- 
tee report declared today at the na- 
tional safety congress, 

Although there has been a somewhat 
halting decline in the accidental death 
rate for 10 or 12 years, the number 
of fatal @eccidents has never been less 
than 70,000 each year. 

he report credited the automobile 
with the largest entry in the annual 
necident mortality budget—14,000 for 
1922, eighteen percent of all fatal ac- 
cidents for that year. The committee 
est#hated that during each day in 
1922, 260 American citizens were 
killed by accident. Of this daily num- 
ber, 38 were automobile fatalities, 
Accidental falls come second with 35. 
Drowning and burns totaled 19, and 
18 respectively.

FOR FLAT INCOME TAX 


| Herman H. Swift, Columbus attor- 
ney and author of the tax equaliza- | 
tion law, under which the state has 
been operating for many years, in) 
an address to members of the Cot- 
ton Manufacturers’ association at the 
Piedmont hotel Tuesday favored a, 
non-graduated income tax, with no} 
exemptions, for Georgia.

In 1920 Russia raised less than 3° 
per cent of her expenses, In 13921 
this was increased to 45 per cent. In 
1922 she raised 60 per cent of her 
expenses, and in 1 she expects to 
raise 85 per cent, Beginning with 
1925, the commissioner of finance cx- 
pects to make his receipts balance 
with his expenditures. Until then 
Russia will continue to issue new 
paper money (rubles) just as she haa 
since the revolution, and the paper 
ruble will continue to go down in 
value. In 1913 an American dollar 
would purchase two rubes. Now it 
would purchase 180 millions of them.

Trusts Run State Industries. 


The state-owned industries of Rus- 
' gia are now operated and managed by 
' so-called “‘trusts,” of which there are 
459, covering 4,425 shops employ- 
ing 818,000 workérs. These trusts 
are directly responsible to the ¥u- 
preme council of nationai economy. 
The entire profit of each trust is 
turned over to the state treasury, Lut 
the state, as such, is not responsible 
for the debts apd obligations of the 
trust. The trust is responsible {<r 
its obNigaations only to the limit of 
its capital. Each trust Is managed 
by a board of directors, appointed ry 
| the supreme council of national eco- 
nomy, which interferes very litfle with 
| detail operation. For the year 1922 
most of the trusts in the lighter :in- 
dustries show a profit, while those in 
the heavy ones, like iron and steel, 
show a loss. 

Seventy million dollars worth of 
products were taken from industry by 
the government in the first half of 
1922, for which no compensation wae 
given. Not until October, 1922, 
all government departments pay for 
all the goods that they ordered. This 
meant a very. severe strain on certain 
of the trusts.

president of the state bank. “The law 
under which we are organized requires 
us to carry 20 per cent gold reserve 
against our total notes issued and out- 
standing. We have today 40 per cent 
or twice our legal requirements. The 
new Russian money, the czerwonetz, '~ 
equal to 10 geld rubles ($5.15) and 
is the best secured currency in Fiu- 
rope today.” 

On August 16, 1923, the State Bank 
of Russia had issued and outstanc- 
ing $81,000,000 in new czecwoneiz 
money notes.

Man’s Testimony 


Barred at Trial 


Of His ‘Husband’ 


_— 


Chicago, October 2.—The first time 
in the history of jurisprudence that 
the testimony of a man was excluded 
in a court case because he is the 
husband of another man is believed 
to have occurred here today during 
the trial of Frederick Thompson, ac- 


cused of the murder of Richard Tes- 
| mer, 


insurance adjuster, 
holdup last June. 

Thompson posed for twenty years 
as &@ woman and for fourteen years 
as the “wife” of Frank Carrick. 
Carrick took the witness stand toda, 
to testify in behalf of Thompson 
When he admitted that he was the 
husband of Thompson, Chief Justice 
John R. Caverly of the criminal court 
ruled that Carrick's testimony must 
be excluded because under the law 
husband and wife cannot testify in 
behalf of one another. 

Carrick bad just been called to the 
stand and asked a few preliminary 
questions when the state objected to 
his testimony on the ground that he 
was Thompson's husband. When 
Carrick admitted he married Thomp- 
son in 1912, his testimony was ex- 
cluded. 

The state completed its case against 
the defendant in less than a day, de 
pending principally on the testimony 
of Mrs, Emma Tesmer, widow of the 
man slain. Mr. Tesmer positively 
identified Thompson as the “laughin. 
blue-eyed girl” who shot her husband 
to death after the slayer and a male 
companion had held him up. She 
declared ‘Thompson was attired as a 
woman and that there was no doubt 
that he was the slayer. 

Thompson appeared in court again 
today clad in silk garments and with 
his hair. in braids over his ears.

The censns fig- 
ures of only 3,000,002, therefore, proved a 
great surprise and brought in a large amount 
of buying end covering orders, as these 
figures 
firming smajl crop estimates. 

The gov@mment’s condition: figure was 
about in line with expectations, but its 
estimate of slightly more tha: 11,000,000 
bales, upset sentiment and precip‘tated a 
fiood of liquidating and selling orders. on 
the market. 

The figures are very bullish of themselves, 
bnt sentiment was upset by an estimate 
which showed a larger trdicated yleld than 
a month ago. 

Those who have attempted to analyze the 
corernment’s estimate all take the view that 
they are out of line with the facts, as some 
states are given larger yields than a month 
ago, in the face of material declines In con- 
dition and others show little or no losses 
except where the loss In condition ig tee 
points or more.

The other witnesses told mainir 
about finding ‘the body of Phillips in 
a slight grave where it is allegerl 
Curry buried his victim even before 
death had ensued. 

The testimony of the defense was 
introduced this afternoon. <An effort 
was made to: prove that Curry was 
insane. This was the purpose of 
most of the evidence for the defense 
in the former trial. Curry’s relatives 
and those who know hi mintimately 
were put upon the stand to testify as 
to. his mental condition. 

The last time Curry was convicted 
the supreme court granted him 4 
new trial because it was proven one 
of the jurors was related to Burleich 
Phillips. This accounts for the fifth 
trial in the case which is now under 
way.

In the district over which she 
as supervision, there are ‘approxi- 
mately 9,000. She is assisted in her 
work by many native teachers, Miss 
Bass writes. 

The relief work is being done not 
only with the consent but the assist- 
ance of the bolshevik government. An 
old Cossac army post with 259 bar- 
racks has been turned over to the 
commission, as has a tract of 70,000 
acres of farm land and cattle to the 
number of 20,000. The orphans are 
being clothed, fed and taught by the 
Near East relief with money raised

Washington, October 2.—National 
banks in increasing numbers are 
withdrawing from the federal reserve 
system and obtaining state charter 
so as to engage in the branch bank- 
ing business, Governor Crissingey, of 
the federal reserve board, testified to- 
day before the congressional commis-. 
sjon inquiring into the reason for the 
fa#lure of state banks and trust com- 
panies to join the federal reserve sys- 


tem, ; 
Unless congress authorizes nation- 
al banks to engage in branch bank- 
ing, Mr. Crissinger said, the national 
and federal reserve banking systems 
will be further weakened by with- 
drawals. He proposed that such 
branch banking be confined to the 
cities within which the national 
hanks are located, but Vice Governor 
Platt told the commission these banks 
should be authorized to establish 
branches throughout a_ state where 
state banks were permitted to do sq. 
Governor Crissinger also urged that 
national banks be allowed to do a 
generat departmental banking busi- 
ness like that engaged in by trust 
companies and savings banks, but 
under a requirement that the savings 
accounts be ségregated. Mr. Platt 
recommended an amendment. to the 
Clayton anti-trust act to permit not 
to exceed three banks to have inter- 
lecking directorates, asserting that 
the present law against such diree- 
torates was operating to the disad- 
vantage of the federal reserve system. 
Governor Crissinger said that while 
eome state banks remained outside
